The prior art of record alone or in combination does not teach or suggest the 
method for scanning a track of a disc-shaped medium having the combination of steps 
with their recited process, along with calculating (1 02, 1 03; 211 , 21 2; 31 1 , 31 3; 411 ; 
51 1) energy consumption estimates at different scanning mode settings (CAV; CLV); 
determining (110; 213; 312, 314, 320; 412; 512) a scanning mode setting associated 
with minimal expected energy consumption; executing (121, 122; 221, 222; 321, 322; 
421; 521) said at least one scanning command at the thus determined scanning mode 
setting, as set forth in claims 1-14.
